THE NEXT CAMPAIGN 
Co ngress has adjo u rned, and a great qu iet has 
co me o v er W ashingto n. Theo retically , the po ­ 
litical “o pen seaso n” has ended, and will no t be­ 
gin again u ntil the nex t Co ngress, which will co n­ 
v ene with the start o f the new y ear. .Actu ally , 
ho wev er, po litics nev er ends — and du ring the 
present brief “breathing spell” between sessio ns, 
lay men and pu blicists alike are spending mo st o f 
their time specu lating o n what is go ing to hap­ 
pen in nex t y ear’s campaign, and the campaign 
o f 1940. 
Principal qu estio n at issu e is this: 
“W hat 
changes, if any , hav e o ccu rred in the statu s o f 
Ro o sev elt po pu larity since 19 32?” By way o f an­ 
swer, y o u can get almo st any thing y o u want. It 
is a hu m an frailty , shared alike by Repu blicans 
and Demo crats, to regard a thing as being tru e 
simply becau se y o u wish it were tru e. As a re­ 
su lt, po litical o pinio ns o n fo rthco ming campaigns 
m u st be weighed ex ceedingly carefu lly — they are 
dictated almo st entirely by partisan bias. The 
Demo cratic spo kesman will tell y o u th a t Mr. 
Ro o sev elt will sweep the field as co mpletely in ’36 
as he did in ’32 — the Repu blican spo kesman will 
tell y o u th a t he will lo se, and th a t the G. O. P. 
will co me back after the wo rst fo u r y ears o f its 
histo ry . Mo re o r less u nbiased o bserv ers, who 
are no t tarred with any party label, will tell y o u 
th a t bo th o f these ex treme v iews are wro ng. 
One o f the best o btainable gau ges fo r m easu r­ 
ing the po pu larity o r lack o f it o f any adminis­ 
tratio n, is newspaper edito rial o pinio n. And in 
this, acco rding to an article by Theo do re C. 
Wallen, o f the New Yo rk Herald-Tribu ne, a v ery 
interesting change has taken place du ring the 
past tu rbu lent y ear. On No v ember 1, 1934 — the 
ev e o f the co ngressio nal electio n in which the 
Demo crats achiev ed an asto u nding sweep — 70 
per cent o f American edito rial o pinio n was fav - 


o rable to the President. He held this degree o f 
po pu larity u ntil early in March. Then a decline, 
marked by a few u ptu rns, started. The co u rse o f 
the po pu larity chart, Mr. Wallen say s, went fro m 
67 per cent to 58 , back to 62, then to 47, then to 
66, then to 42 and finally to 61 o n April 29. The 
greatest decline fo llo wed, when, o n the o ccasio n 
o f the President’s attack o n the Chamber o f Co m­ 
merce o f the United States, principal representa­ 
tiv e o rganizatio n o f American indu stry , it tail- 
spinned to 21. 
Papers which were o nce highly fav o rable to Mr. 
Ro o sev elt and his po licies, hav e beco me co ld and 
no n-co m mittal. Papers which o nce were u ncer­ 
tain and said little, hav e taken to deno u ncing 
adm inistratio n acts. And so me v ery im po rtant 
papers, which no rmally back Demo cratic adm in­ 
istratio ns— su ch as the New Yo rk Times and 
the Baltimo re S u n f i n d mu ch to criticize in the 
President’s pro gram. 
In his article, Mr. Wallen makes ano ther v ery 
im po rtant o bserv atio n. At the beginning o f the 
Ro o sev elt adm inistratio n, many perso ns backed 
the President and at the same time were against 
adm inistratio n measu res in general. In o ther 
wo rds, they liked the President, and they blamed 
o thers fo r adm inistratio n acts and po licies they 
believ ed inimical to the natio nal welfare. News­ 
papers fo llo wed a similar co u rse. When the Pres­ 
ident’s po pu larity line hit its spring lo w o f 31, 
Mr. Wallen say s, “this apparently was the first 
time President Ro o sev elt and his adm inistratio n 
had co me to stand fo r the same thing in the ed­ 
ito rial o pinio n o f the United States.” 
The dro p in the President’s po pu larity as a 
statesm an — which is a v ery different m atter 
than his po pu larity as an indiv idu al — has giv en 
u nbiased writers the belief th at the G. O. P. has a 
chance — ev en tho u gh remo te — to win in 1936, 
if it pu ts the right m an fo rward. And there is a 
great pro blem.
